Mich Damage Results Frost a Severe 


Stora Last Saturday Evciiaj—Crops 


Destroyei BsiUiigs Demolished. 


The northeastern part of this county 


and southeastern part of Marathon 
county was visited by the most disas- 
trous wind and hail storm within its 
history, last Saturday evening. It fol- 
lowed a day of intense sultry heat, 
patting in its appearance at about 6 
o'clock, and swept over an area of 
country fully three miles in width at 
some points, and from ten to fifteen 
nriles in length;. •Starting'-in the vicin- 
ity of Bevent, Marathon county, 
it 
seems to have spent its fury in the 
vicinity of Rosholt, Portage county, 
the wind and rain being accompanied 
by hail, which fell in immense quanti- 
ties, the ground being covered in places 
from 6 to 10 inches deep, some of them 
several inches in circumference, as 
large as goose eggs, so our informant 
claims. Vegetation of all kinds in the 
path of the storm, including grain, 
corn and potatoes, 
was completely 


swept from the face of the earth, sev- 
eral farmers losing their entire crop. 
Large barns owned by John Czek and 
Alois Mulley, in Sharon, were blown 
down and reduced to kindling wood, 
while in a number of instances build- 
ings were removed from their founda- 
tions or otherwise damaged. It is im- 
possible to correctly estimate the finan- 
cial less occasioned by this storm, 
without a personal visit to the scene, 
but it will certainly amount to several 
thousand dollars. Most of those who 
suffer can ill afford the loss of their 
crops and their property, and for some 
of them it means years of toil to recup- 
erate and place them where they were 
before the storm struck their property.

Stevens Point Brick Co. Hit Hetvy LOM 


of About $2,500, Without Insur- 


ance Fire Saturday Afternoon. 


While a kiln containing nearly 500,000 


brick was being burned out last $utur- 
day afternoon, a spark from one of the 
several openings at the bottom, used 
for feeding the interior furnace with 
fuel, set lire to a pile of jack pine wood 
on the west side of the kiln and spread 
with remaikable rapidity. A couple of 
men were at wotk at the top of the 
kiln, removing the roof boards, as is the 


I custom after the firts get well started, 
but when they di.-'covered the blaze it 
! had already gained so much headway 
that it was evident it could not be 
checked without considerable loss. 
An 


alarm was given, the several employes 
svorKing hard to save the surrounding 
property, and tire company No. 1 was 
notified by telephone. The plant, how- 
ever, is a considerable distance north 
of the city limits and there was not 
sufficient hose in the department 
to 


reach the lire, should the company have 
the right to make an attempt to do so. 


Arrangements were finally made to 


get out the fire steamer, and with Nat. 
! Towle as engineer they started for the 
brick yard. 
There is a well on the 


premises, located just north of the mill, 
about thirty feet in depth and 
10x12 


.„ . feet in width, and which was filled with 
24 water to within about four feet of the 


I surface. 
The engine was placed beside 


this, securing sufficient water to keep 
going for nearly an hour and did valu- 
able work in quenching the fire 
in 


lumber and wood piles. 
The mill, in 


which the clay is crushed and the brick 
formed, is situated several 
hundred 


feet west of wherf the fire started, "and 
was on fire several timts, but each time 
was put out with pails of water, al- 
though a largp pile of wood further 
away was destroyed. 
All the lumber 


and timbers surrounding the kiln were 
burned, as well as several piles of 
lumber used in the construction of kilns 
and coverings, and several large piles 
of choice jack pine wood. The loss is 
estimated by the company at about 
§2,500, without insurance, and consisted 
of 100 cords of wood and not less than 
75,000 feet of lumber. 
The mill, ma- 


chinery and residence on the premises, 
which were not damaged, were well 
protected by insurance. 
This is the 


first fire of the kind that ever occurred 
in a brick yard in this locality.

The far east is a broken 
road to him through years of travel both in fre- 
quented and unfrequented parts; and his acquaint- 
ance with men of the yellow races whose names 
are powers In their respective countries of the 
orient. 


He has made three extended trips in Central 


Asia and 18 Into Russia, with the result that many Russian as well as Chinese 
statesmen know him personally. 
Two years were spent by him In exploring 
the Asiatic coast. 


Mr. Crane is a native Chlcagoan, having been born in that city on August 


7, 1858. He is a eon of R. T. Crane, founder of the Crane Company, and Mary 
Prentiss Crane. He was educated In the public schools of Chicago, and In 
compliance with his father's well-known Ideas as to collegiate education, Mr. 
Crane entered the employ of the Crane Company as soon as his school days 
were over. In 1881, when he was 23 years old, he was married to Miss Cor- 
nelia Smith of Patersou, N. J. 


He served the Crane Company in various capacities, learning* the manu- 


facturing business step by step, until in 1S94 he became first vice-president. 
With his advancement Mr. Crane found time to take up civic duties and to 
branch out into other commercial enterprises. 
He served as president of the 


Municipal Voters' league for a time and became a director of the National 
Bank of the Republic, a position which beholds at the present time. 


Then he took charge of the foreign business of the Crane Company, and 


In this capacity he devoted several years to traveling in all parts of the world. 
He spent much of his time in Russia and China studying commercial condi- 
tions a*d making himself familiar with the languages. 
He was received at 


the Russian court and is regarded as an authority on Russian affairs. 


Mr. Crane also spent much of his time in China. The interests of his 


company took him into almost every province and brought him into close coa- 
tact with all classes.
